In Iho course ot two preceding ar- 
ticles upon tho subject of Keoiprooiiy, 
wo have endeavorod to bIjvw — fire., 
tho effeot of Buoh a treaty on tho com- 
mercial interests of tho .Colony ; and 
— second, tbo benofioial results whioh 
in our opinion must accrue to our pro« 
ductive interests from the admission of 
coal, lumber, oil, fish and agricultural 
products into all the American Pacific 
ports free of Customs' duties. This 
wo have asserted, and brought forward 
iu support of that assertion, tho wono 
derful growth of Canada in material 
wealth during ten years of Kooiprooity 
with the United States ; and Ihe only 
objoction wo have heard advunood to 
tho scheme as proposed to bo applied 
to this Colony ia tho probable in- 
jury to tho farmer, whoso prospeots 
under Free Trade were blighted, and 
who has only jast begun to reoovor 
from its evil effocts. Striko from tho 
list agricultural products, and all aro 
assured the measure would prove 
highly boneficial 5 but inolude thorn 
among tho articles to bo admitted, 
and agriculturists are expected to ''set 
their faces as flints" against tho scheme. 
Now, if parties interested in agricultural 
pursuits were to give the proposed scheme 
a moment's consideration, they would dis- 
cover that their position under Free 
Trade was widely different to what it 
would be under Reciprocity. Free Trndo 
beckoned across the Straits the surplus 
products of tho American farmer; but 
when the Colonial farmer sought to trade 
in tho American market ho was driven 
away by the Customs' laws. Reciprocity, 
on the other linnd, proposes to only admit 
free here what is admitted into the neigh- 
boring States free ; consequently, our 
farmer would enjoy as fair a chance 
abroad as at home, besides having the 
satisfaction of seeing, with an increased 
demand for coal, lumber, &c, larger and 
more remunerative markets springiug up 
around him and enhancing the value of 
his land by their contiguity. Suppose, 
however, a system of limited reciprocal 
trade possible> we do not think we should 
offer the slightest objection to tho ex* 
emption of agricultural products from its 
operation, notwithstanding our firm be- 
lief that iu its effects it would prove as 
beneficial to the farmer as to the collier, 
the lumberman, or the fisherman. It is 
only in the event of a broad principle of 
Reciprocity being insisted upon that we 
should urge the inclusion of agricultural 
products ; for the farmer cannot expect 
to be made the object of claS3 legislation 
and to stand in the way of tl.o consum- 
mation of a great public good, any moro 
than the interests of the merchant were 
considered when Union and Tariff were 
brought on the political carpet. Wo 
all remember bow lustily the Country then 
called out against the policy of the Town, 
and how quickly the interests of 
the latter weut to the wall. But 
we entertain no hopo of tho pas- 
tago of a limited schoinc; and as to a 
separate treaty ("which has aho boon 
proposed), the failure of tho effort 
mado by Prince Edward v a Island, with 
her wealth of fish to offer, in the 
same direction last summor, ought to 
convince tho most ardent advooato of 
Isolation that suoh a Bchomo would bo 
utterly impracticable. And it is our 
firm bolief that if Reciprocity is ob- 
tained by us it will be on prooisoly.tho 
same looting as tbat obtained by 
Canada, or not at all.

The latest accounts from China and Japan, 
says the Pail Mall Gazette of the 20th, show 
tba prospeots ot tbo Christian missionaries to 
be anything but encouraging in those 
OOUDtries. At Yangchow, Mr Taylor, the 
head of the Protesinnt minsion, and his party 
have narrowly escaped ileuih at tho bauds of 
a nob of infuriated Chinese, some thuus&ads 
strong, who attackod and burned the mission 
house, and a decroo laying iho Christian 
religion under a formal interdict has been 
posted up at Homuru and the gates of Yoko- 
hama. Tbo plao»rds deeoribo Christians as 
the 'dovilinb soot.' The British and Amerioa 
Consuls havo actively ioUrfered.on behalf of 
the injured missionaries.

St Andrew's Anniversary Dinner.— As 
stated in our brief notico yesterday, over 
forty gentlemen sat down to tho Anniversary 
Dinner of this oscollent Benovolont Society. 
Upon the company aoaembling in the unlo- 
room, the nowly elected officers for tho cesu- 
ing year (names already published;, were 
installed by lha Rev Thos Somcrville, wIioeo 
short addresses to each, as he bestowed tbo 
baJgo of offico, were both appropriate aud 
witty. The head of the table was occupied 
by Alexander Watson, Ksq , President, sup- 
ported oq the right by ibe Honorable tbe 
Chief Juslioe, Dr Tolmie, Mr Somcrville, 
and on the lull by His Worshipful tho 
Mayor and Mr Suter, President of tho 
Caledonian Society, Messrs Findlay and 
Kobert Wallace acting as Vice-Prcsidouts. 
Tho dinner being prepared by Driard with 
hia usual libornlity and good taste needs no 
ooramondation; but iho efficient manner in 
which the guests wero waited upon added tc 
the pleasuao of tho party and deserves 
praise. The official loaaia were tho^o com- 
mon to Euch cccasioos, and were both ably 
proposed and responded to by the gentlemen 
to whom they wero intrtnted, accompanied, 
in oach case, by ati appropriate air from the 
orchestra. The Queen, The Prince and 
Princess of Wales, The Army, Navy and 
Volunteers; His Excellency tbe Governor, 
Tbo Mayor and Council, St Andrew's Society, 
Tho Caledonian Society, Sir James Douglas, 
Brethren of St Andrew where'er they may 
be, Tho Press. The Commercial and Mining 
Interests, The Agricultural Interests and The 
Ladios were tho principal toasts, wilh a 
number of subsidiary, ones between the 
intervals.

CHINA ,\M> JAPAN. 

By tho steamer China wo (S F Alts) havo 
Honkong dates to October 15th and Yoko- 
hama dates to tho 28th. 

Japan* 

Tha following summary of nows is trom 
the Japan Qazctte of October 27th : 

A loaQ bus boon ofJected of considerably 
over half a million of dollars from the Orien- 
tal Hanking Corporation to the Japanese 
Government, tho principal security being a 
lien on the Custom Houso receipts. Tho 
exnet particulars are not known. 

There was a small difficulty a few days 
einae between tho Dutch officials und tho 
Japanese authorities, whioh led lo the extra* 
ordinary act on tho part rf the latter forbid- 
ding tbn transaction of any busine:s at tho 
Custom House for Dutoh subjects. It was 
however qnickly settled when o more ex- 
prrii need Japanese official took it in hand, 
who at once acknowledged his colleagues lo 
bo in the wrong, and expressed regret at tho 
misunderstanding. 

In our loat we mentioned that Yodo was 
to bo opened on tbn 1st of - Ojtober. That 
day arrived ard Bped, and Yedo is still closed; 
and it is uncertain as to when it -will be 
thrown open. 

A gentloruarj, conversant with every por- 
tion of tbo city, gives tho following note 
from bis own observation lately ; — 'Yodo 
looks empty and dismal. In the official 
quarter, formerly bo livoly, Hardly a human 
boirjg is to be seen. Tbe ^raBs grown luxuri- 
antly in the principal streets of that region, 
and even on tho roofs nf tbo palaces of tho 
highest dignitaries. Tho bronze insignia 
and other metal ornaments at the gateways of 
tho palaces have been torn off. tho windows 
smashed, and tho walla fallen to ruins. 'I o 
add to tho appearance ol desolation, sovoral 
roads are washed away by tbo incessant ruin, 
and a grnat many bridges are impassible, 

'On the arrival of tho princes' norimoti 
(chair), the gate was opened, grated on iis 
hinges, and immediately closed; whllo the 
poor wretches of relainern, cold, wot, dirly 
and ebivering, wore allowod to remain in tho 
opeD air, while tbe koen north wind half cut 
them in two nod the rain fell in torrenis. 

'In tbe Honcho or Main street, black 
lacquered boards wero posted up, on which, 
in large while painted characters, the people 
were notified that his Majesty tho Mikado 
was coming to reside in Yedo. It seems 
that there is Borne trnih in ibis notification, 
as it is rumored that iho palaco in Yedo is 
nndcrgoing extensive ropairs. It is, how- 
ever, very extraordinary that streets and 
bridges should bo allowed to remain in their 
present miserable condition, if lha Sovereign 
is ically expected — aa it has always been ibe 
rulo in Japan to have all roads made sound 
and woll cleaned on the approach even ol tbe 
Tj coon. 

Tho Herald of Iho 17th of October gives 
the following particulars of the loss of U M 
S Rattler in Romazofi Bay, feur or five mjlea 
notlh of Hakodadi : 

On tbo 24th of September, at C o'clock a. 
U , when oh* Cape Soya, and under nn oasy 
pressuru of steam, with not a single ripple 
on tho water to indicate any approochinp 
daDger, the ve.«sel stiuok violently on a roof 
of submerged rock. 

Strenuous efforts wero at onoo mado. 
engines were reversed, and every available 
measure adopted, in tbo endoavor to gei her 
off, without the slightoat succeai ; in fact, it 
was quickly disecviod that tbo fatnouB 
Rittler wu3 doomed lo cecomo a total wreck. 
She bnd run into a gap or fissuro in the 
rocks, and was irrevocably fixed until she is 
broken up by tho waves, to founder in pieces 
in the. deep water clcso to tho reef. Fino 
weather prevailed during the day, and no 
immedialo danger to life was apprehended, 
but at night the wind from the S W freaben- 
sd and the sea commanccd to rise, causing 
iho vessel to thump with crushing effect. 
As she began to fill rapidly immedialo 
menanrcB were thoa taken for the safety ol 
ttie crow, and as much baggaga and provis- 
ions as tirao would permit wore removed 
twenty -four hcura after sho struck ; this was 
accomplished and ull were soon in safety on 
shore, sorao wilh Iheir kits nnd some without, 
bu with a low days' provisions for the whole 
crow: 

'Ire city ol Nocgata has boon partially 
burnt down, and the Southern navy alter 
throwing a lew shell and shot into tho town, 
look possession of it without any very serious 
conflict, tho Northerners having decamped 
quietly. Wo hear from very good authority 
that tho Northern party have resumed posr 
suasion of it alter driving away from its 
suburbs, at tho point ol tbe bayonet, tbe al- 
lies of the Toku^awa enemy. Every hope 
is now being entertainod by nativss them 
selves of Aijzu'a intention of turciug his 
armies in this direction, while tho stratagem 
which we know he has boen putting in 
execution since hia taking tho fiold leads ua to 
believe that he will yet be viotorioua. 



China« 

The nows from China is rather meagre. 
The gold mines of Cheloo aro still attracting 
much attention. 

A correspondent writes : 'Thoro aro now 
noarly forly miners out ; and they must be 
doing well, for tho other day a train of 
iwolve mules wont out to them with pro- 
vi slobs. Strange to say, wo cannot find out 
bow much gold thsy get; but they must 
certainly find a considtrablo quantity, (or Iho 
cost of their living, etc., cannot bo less than 
a dollar nnd a half a day each. A party 
has just left for Pingtu, to investigate the 
gold minaa thoro. 

Paymaster Harris, of H M S Rodney, was 
drowned by the upsetting ol of a boat, Oot 3 
in the harhor ol VVooBling. 

Some banditti woro beginning to create 
disturbances in tho neighborhood of Tien, 
cbuang tui, nn important mart on tho Lino, 
eighty H nbovo Yienttze. Tho Taotai des- 
patched one hundred of Hie disciplined troops 
against them, and puccoedod in eflootiug the 
capture of thtoo ringleadero. Two wero at 
once decapitated nt YingUze, and iho third 
detained in prison in tho hope that informa- 
tion might be extorted Irom him. 

Tho Shanghai Recorder of Oci 8tb has the 
following — Wo hear upon authority which 
wo believe to 1 o reliable, that tbo Chinees 
officials have despatched 700 Imperial tioopa 
from Tionlain in a sailing vossel to Cbefoo to 
proceed theuce to tbe Gold Diggings nnd 
' drive away tho loreignure. 1 Wo under- 
aland that theso troops first desired lo tako 
passage in one of Messrs Russell <fc Go's 
steamers, but that Ihoprico asked foroonvey- 
anco, namely, TIs 3,000, was considered too 
high, and thoy thotelore rosolved to take a 
sailing ship. Tho consequences of this step 
nra likely to be scrioup, as it io not by any 
means improbable that the diggor.s maj offer 
resistance; or if they do not, that tho Ciii- 
noso iriuy go furllur than tbo nooMaities of 
the case may require, and not content them- 
selves us thoy should, wilh merely bringing 
tho men lo (heir Cousul, provided they do not 
offer resistance.

CauadlQu Mail Summary. 

[dates TO NOV. 6.] 

Tho Rocond session of tho Ontario Leg- 
islature openod Nov. 3d, with the usual 
military display. Tho galleries of tho 
Houso woro crowded with ladies and 
gentlemen, clorgymon of all donomiua* 
tions, and tho bench woro well represot td. 
On the floor thero was a good attendance 
of tho members. In his speech his Ex- 
cellency Governor Ilowland recommended 
several important moaBuros of liberal 
character, among which the extension of 
tho free grant systom; tho amendment in 
tho election law, so that ull tbo t lections 
for tho Logislativo Aesemblt bo held 
simultaneously; tho bill rendering office- 
holders under i-Jio Dominion or provincial 
governments ineligible lo Parliament; tho 
modification of existing mining laws ; tho 
location of the Asylum for Deaf nnd 
Dumb; the removal of convict lunatics 
ffomjnii-. lie expressed the hopo that 
tho arbitration debts between Ontario 
and Quebec would shortly be set! led. 

Considerable excitement was caused at 
St John, N. 13. on the 3d Nov., in con- 
sequence of the abduction, by tho United 
States officials, of a man named Mills. 
Mills, it appears, had boon indicted for 
Komo offenco, and sot at liberty on bail. 
Not appearing when wanted, tho detec- 
tives traced him to S'. Johns. Tho Chief 
of Police was applied to, but refused, to 
interfere Tho assistance of odo of tho 
city marshals was, however, obtained, 
when Mills was handcuffed and taken on 
board of aD Amorican schooner, just about 
to start. 

Tho Hon Joseph Ilowo lias published a 
letter at Halifax sayiny that ho has ac- 
cepted tho Union on trial for a few years, 
and that he is dealing with tho difficulties 
around him with an eyu solely to the 
good of tho country. He adds, that treo- 
son and filibustering expeditions to tear 
tlio provinces to pieces nro not included in 
his programme. Ho furthermore says that 
threo peaceful measures arc open to the 
people of Nova Scotia : firs^, an appeal 
to the new Government and Parl'ament 
of England; secondly, an attempt to 
revivo tho old scheme of uuion of tlio 
maritime provinces; third, negotiations 
with Canadians for a readjustment of tho 
terms upou which Nova Scotia was forced 
into tho Confederation. 

Tho Anti-Unionists do not look upon 
Mr Howe's letter with favor. They say 
annexation may be talked in some quar- 
ters, bat it is not tho policy cf the party, 
and there is no occasion for arguing 
against a Nova Scotinn war whb ling- 
land — -a scheme which no sane man would 
entertain. Thoy think tho letter evades 
the main question — whether Mr Howo 
supports tho Local Government repeal 
policy. Unionists regard tho letter as a 
further indication that Mr Howo docs 
not support tlio Government in their 
policy. 

Tho Fenian movement is looked upon as 
played out on tho Eastern frontier. 
Even tho Presidential election has given 
it no vitality. When that is over, it will 
be completely dead. 

Tho Sheriff's returns of the Invernoss 
election givo Mr McDonald %0; Blans 
oltard 9-15; majority 24 for tho Anti- 
Cnofederates.

dent. All claims ate to be submittod to a 
commission of three persons — two ol whom 
aro to be selected by Quoen Victoria and one 
by tho President — lo meet in VVasbingtOD. 
It shall oxatnino and decide according to 
justice und equity, without Icar, fnvrr or 
faction. In case tho commissioners ore 
unable to agree upon any olaim they Bhall 
seleotj aa arbitrator soma Sovereign of Eu- 
rope friendly to both Governments who;o 
decision shall be final and absolute.
